Claims 1 and 4 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
agrees with applicant's argument that the prior art does not disclose a "support rod", 
because the "rod" identified in Chuang is short and fat, while a rod is understood to be 
long and slender.
